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REMARKS 

Claims 35-50 are pending in the present application. Claims 1-34 have 
been canceled, without prejudice, Claims 35-36 have been amended. Claims 40-50 have 
been added. 

No new mattcrhas been added to the new orthe amended claims. Support 
far the new claims amended can be found in the original disclosure. 

Restriction ReQUiremeiit 

Claims 1-39 were subject to a four-way restriction xequirement Claims 1- 
1 8 and 25-39 were wididrawn from consideration. 

A provisional election was made over the phone to prosecute clainas 19- 
24. Applicants now wish to prosecute claims 35-39 in Group IV, Claims 1-34 are 
canceled without prejudice in the present amendment Applicants reserve the right to 
piusue these claims in another divisional applicatioiL 

rnflfTTia 35-30 

Applicants her^yrequest the examination of claims 35-50. Claim 35 
recites a method of forming an analytc detccticm sensor that is not disclosed m or 
suggested by U.S. Patent 5,571,401 to Lewis et al. 

Claim 35 recites the following steps for forming a sensor; 

forming a iirst conductive layer over the substrate; 
forming a £ist insulating layer over the first conductive layer; 
patterning and »hing a sensor well in the first conductive layer; and 
formiug a sensor material in the sensor well, wherein the sensor 
material has an electrical property that changes in tiie presence of an analyte. 

Although Lewis et al. mentions that sensor arrays can be formed using 

integrated circuit des ign technologies (c ol. 6, lines 47-67), Lewis et al. does not disclose 

the method of forming an analyte detection sensor recited in claim 35. Therefore, it is 

respeetfiiUy submitted that claims 35-39 are novel and nonobvious over Ihe cited 

references. 
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New Claims 40-50 

Support for new claims 40-50 can be found in Hie specification of the 
present application, for example, in figure 4 and at page 17, line 29 - page 20, line 6, 
Additional support for claim 44 can be found, for example, in figures 14-15 and at page 
31, line 11 -page34,line 13. Additional support for claims 49-50 can be found, for 
example, at page 14, lines 4-16. 

CONCLUSION
